Five main cause* hire [contribut- 


ed to the tremendous increase* in 
taxes during the last decade includ- 
ing increased wealth, war psychol- 
ogy, cheap dollar, load* and schoo'.s. 
Judge C. D. Rosa of the state tax 
commission, told the annual conven- 
tion Tuesday afterriooi). 


The people, to a large extent, are 


directly responsible for tlye increas- 
ed taxes, Judge Rosa stated. 


The causes for higher taxes were 


outlined as follows: 


"Increased wealth. As a people 


acquire more wealth, they spend 
more money' The public is but a 
collection of individuals, hence, as 
the public becomes richer^ it spends 
more money. 


"War psychology. 
The habit of 


extravagance and reckless private 
spending brought about by the war 
has also influenced public expen-ij- 
tures. • 
"Inflated dollar. Statistics show 


that the dollar today will buy some- 
where between 60 and 70 cent* 
werth of commodities, as compare! 
wftk the dollar before the war. This 
increases prices. It also increases 
taxes, .because the 
public must 


spend more for salaries nf officers, 
employees, teachers, more for sup- 
plies of every kind. 


"Road*. The good roads, program; 


growing'out. of the universal use of 
the automobile, is one of the chief 
causes of high uxes 
The state 


spent for highway*, in 1918, fl9,- 
868,528; in 1020; $30,139,004; and ir. 
1922, |2,994,231, i>r ar. increase of 
166.518 per cent/in Che four year p»i- 
riod and of 76.86 in the last two 
year period. • 


More' Spent on Schools 


"Schools. The growth of educa- 


tion in the state has been large 
during the last decade and the cost 
has increased tremendously. 
Edu- 


cation cost the state and all its po- 
litical subdivisions a total of $23,- 
965,973 in 1918; 131,634,144 in 1920; 


and $50,030,625 in 1922. 
Thin is 


more than doubling th«- expenditure, 
or an increase of 108.75 per cent in 
the four year period.' 
1 Judge Rosa then outlined the in- 
crease in state expenditures. Total 
disbursements' of the state and itd 
political subdivisions for 1915 were 
$86718,000 he said. 
In 1922 th;o 


amount had increuiod to $173,370,- 
000 or an increase of practically 100 
per 'cent it was said. 


"Not only are we expending more 


money but we are not paying as we 
go" the tax commissioner declared. 
"We are falling behind in our bor- 
rowing and repayment account. T!)O 
state has not borrowed any money 
as it is prohibited from doing so by 
the constitution. Borrowing is dona 
by counties and localities. In 1922, 
$30,276,303" was borrowed and $20,- 
417,000 paid on debt. 


Soggest Fewer Laws.

fought sixty-two years ago

month between the Union and con- 
federate forces. 


To recall the facts briefly, 
it 


seems that General 'Grant with a- 
>out 32,000 men, while waiting for 
General Don Carlos Buell to re-er;- 
forc* him, was attacked by the con- 


federate General Joseph E. Johnston 
with about 45,000 men at m point 
a few miles from rue Tennessee river 
here! As a result of the first days 
flghtinr Grant's forces wer« driven 
back to Pittsburgh Landing "id 
Johnston was kill*!, there bein» con- 
siderable other casualties on both 
sides. At this critical moment Until 
with his forces armed, firing Grans 
an army about equalling the 
eon- 


federates, and at the end of 
the 


second days severe fighting with Gen* 
eral Beauregard now commanding 
the confederates, The latter hastily 
retired from the field leaving Grant 
in possession. The Union loss was 
reported at 1700 killed, 7,496 woun- 
ded 3,022 prisoners: and the Confed- 
erate loss at 1,728 killed, £012 
wounded and 959 missing.. It may be 
said also that General Grant on the 
second day re-captured his lines and 
cannon lost the previous day. 


A story is told of the battle, that 


when Buell came up at the critical 
moment with Grant's army backing 
up to the river which contained a 
few federal gun boats, he inquired 
of Grant »» to what arrangements 
he had made for retreating across 
the river with his army. Grant re- 
plied that if necessary he expected 
to cross with gun boats. But, said 
Buell those .boats are only sufficient 
to carry about 10,000 men and you 
have several times that number. 
Well, Grant is reported to have 
replied "that he did not intend to 
cross over as long a? he had morn 
than 10.000 men." 


The Shiloh battle ground and park 


covers about 3600 acres and is no-w 
covered with literally hundreds of 
monuments and battle markings. The 
scene itself is beautiful, rolling anJ 
wooded. Many of the old battle- 
scarred trees remain but mostly the 
trees now there have grown up 
since the war. I will not attempt 
to give further details as it must 
be seen to be appreciated and real- 
ized. The Union troops were mostly 
of Illinois, Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, 
Iowa and Wisconsin, and most of 
the regiments have separate monu- 
ments. Our state mcr.ument is one 
of the most beautiful and impres- 
sive. 


As a Johnston incident I 


state that many years ago I attend- 
ed the National Educational associa- 
tion at Topeka, Katis.. where thr. 
chairman introduced a Col. Richard 
Johnston, as a son of the famous Al- 
bert Sidney Johnston, killed at Shi- 
loh. 
When the coloret got up to 


speak, he, in a sarcastic manner 
stated that he thought-that as presi- 
dent of the Tulana University of 
Louisiana and as a prominent educa- 
tor, he was-entitled to be introduced 
on his own merit, and that he was 
getting tired of bein.7 constantly in- 
troduced as the son of his father, 
however distinguished and famous 
that father may have been.

"Some /of the outstanding causes 


for failures of cooperation endeav- 
ors in the past are: professional 
promoters and organizers promised 
farmers great results; 
inefficient 


management; lack of sufficient vol- 
ume of business; insufficient capi- 
tal; exorbitant motional costs.

Poincare, who bears a large part of 


the responsibility for the recent world 
war, will now follow Clcmenceau to re- 
tirement.

HE most encouraging thing about 
the French vote is that all political 


parties which sought the favor of the 
French people at the election professed 
very vehemently their desire for peace. 
Months ago it became apparent that the 
people wanted peace above everything 
else. Even the militaristic parties of | 
the Right, the Poincare group, felt the 
necessity of deferring to the overwhelm- 
ing peace sentiment among the people. 


The supporters of Poincare, therefore, 


maintained that the way to peace lay in 
a strict enforcement of the Treaty of 
Versailles. The parties of the Left, the 
socialists and the communifets, contended 
that the treaty of Versailles and a con- 
tinuation of the Poincare policies would 
lead to further wars. Poincare's effort 
to pose as an apostle of peace failed to 
win the confidence of the French people 
and he is sent to defeat. With him goes 
the militarist and industrial magnate 
group chat has held France in a vice like 
grip of reaction for several years.

V\7lTH the passing of the control of 


government in France from the 


forces of reaction to the side of liberal- 
ism we now find four big powers of the 
world war.—Russia, Germany, England 
and France out of the clutches of those 
influences that plunged the world into 
a bloody conflict in 1914. Ten years 
have passed since the declaration of war. 
Since that time the Romanoff dynasty 


. has disappeared in Russia. The Hohen- 
zollern colors have been lowered in Ger- 
many. Labor has taken the stations of 
power in England. 
And now Franco 


emerges from the grip of the militarists 
and the industrialists to build a govern- 
ment chosen from the Left. 


If. in ten" years time, the war makers 


have been turned out of the chancel- 
lories of Europe is there not hope that 
peace may be in the ascendancy in the 
years to come? *

rr~1HE elimination of Poincare is espe- 


cially pleasing. 
Poincare was the 


Judge Gary of France. He first appeared 
in French public life as the representa- 
tive of the big industrial interests. 


Back in 1912. Poincaix was playing the 


game of the French industrialists who 
were determined to stop the growing en- 
croachment of Germany in the field of 
trade. Poincare also came from the Lor- 
ainne and he was also numbered among 
the "revanchists" who demanded re- 
venge against Germany for the wrongs 
of 1870. 


The secret Russian archives that were 


opened after the war fasten much of the 


and throughout the Balkan wan, Parii and St. 
Petersburg devised and applied a common pol- 
icy, carrying 
London with them if podiblc. 


M. Poincare repeatedly assured Izvolsky, now 
Ambassador to France, that the republic would 
fulfill all the obligations of the alliance; Izvol- 
sky took the Parig press into pay to create a 
sentiment for Russia and to «tren*then the 
position of the Premier whom he recognized as 
most useful to Russia. The French statesman 
urged the Czar to proceed with the construc- 
tion of strategic railways in Poland and sent 
Delcasse as his representative at the Russian 
court; the Russian Ambassador, at least ac- 
cording to some persons, demanded that France 
revive the three years' njilitary service. Then 
French and Russian General Staffs, in annual 
conferences, perfected ,their 
plans 
for war, 


which were 'based on a joint offensive against 
Germany. 
A naval convention was concluded. 


Finally, M. Poincare went to Russia, and M. 
Sazonov, the 
Foreign 
Minister, expressed to 


the Czar his hope that "in the event of a crisis 
in international relations there would be at the 
helm in France if not M. Poincare, at least a 
personality of the same great power of decision 
and as free from the fear of taking responsibil- 
ity." The elevation of 
M. Poincare to the 


Presidency of the republic in no way interrupt- 
ed the newly developed intimacy. Indeed, from 
1912 to the outbreak of the war, the Dual Alli- 
ance presented a solid front at every turn to 
the rival diplomatic group.

With government in England and France 
in the hands of men who are opposed to 
war the world may now feel that the 
troubles of Europe can be settled with- 
out recourse to sword and bayonet.

[To The Editor]—The law of supply and de- 


mand -is a humbug. 


Under it commodities are bought and gold 


not for what they arc worth but in most eases 
cither for more than they are worth or for 
less. 


The American farmers have been the vic- 


tims of this hoax until their dollar is -worth 
60 cents. Mr. Marvin of the tariff commission' 
says: "You can't change a fundamental eco- 
nomic principle by legislation." I am sure no 
one is trying to do so. The McNary-H:lugen bill, 
will be "a rule of action" based upon the sound 
legal economic 
principle that a 
commodity 


should be sold not for more nor for less than 
it is worth but should be bought and sold for 
its true value, taking into account its cost of 
production, etc. 


When that is done the farmers' dollar will 


be -worth not 60 cents but 100 cents. 


Then Mr. Marvin says: "You can't beat the 


basic law of supply and demand by ARTIFI- 
CIAL price-fixing." 
My reply to thjs is: Tha't 


when the U. S. government under the McNary- 
Haugen law, after the bill becomes a law, fixes 


I the prices of commodities, there will be noth- 


I ing "artificial" about those prices. Those prices 


I will he REAL. 


I 
If prices' fixed by the U. S. government are 


| "artificial" what can be said of the 'prices 


"fixed" by the steel trust, the meat trust or 
any other trust? 


Mr. Marvin docs not seem to realize that a 


price is always the product of somebody's brain 
and not the product of the field or of the loom. 
When a commodity is bought or sold for more 
or for less than it is worth, somebody's brain 
is acting abnormally. This situation prevails to 
such an extent in the United States today that 
we now propose through the agency of the 
McNary-Haugen bill to substitute the com- 
posite brain of the U. S. government .for that 
of the individual in determining what is a fair 
and reasonable price for commodities. 


This plan has worked successfully in re- 


spect to freight and passenger rates, street car 
rates, telephone rates, electric light rales, wat- 
er rates, teachers' wages, etc., etc. 


The U. S. government has for some time 


been in the business of "price-fixing." 
A price 


is not artificial because fixed by law but'quite 
to the contrary is a very real, tangible thin.?. 


As to the Romans: 
We can do many things the Romans never 


dreamed possible: We fly in the air, use steam 
and electric power, sow. harvest and thresh our 
grain by machinery. We are a thousand times 
more capable than the Romans^ and we can 
and intend to fix and successfully maintain 
by law the prices of farm products in the U. 
S. The fact that the American farmers produce 
a surplus .is to their credit. 


After the McNary-Haugen bill • becomes 
a 


law the American farmers will not be scared 
stiff for fear they will produce a few pounds 
or bushels more than is necessary to supply 
the delicate appetites of their friends and con- 
sumers. In closing let me inquire: What sort

it that claims that
